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THE DIVIAE LAW OF SUCCESS. 


BY REV. GBO. SHEPARD, D.D. 


For this we 








WE find it paradoxically, and therefore pithily, 
expressed by Christ, Whosoever will save his life 
shall lose it; and the converse, Whosoever loses 
his life for Christ’s suke shall find it. The person 
who renounces principle, faith, and integrity, to 
ward olf the present peril or evil, and secure pres- 
ent advantage, is actuated by the sensual and self- 
ish of his nature, and must fail of all true advan- 
tage. 

We are taught that the intent giving of ourselves 
to seek the present good or advantage brings upon 
us, very commonly, at once, the loss of the present 
good we seck, and surely the loss of the ultimate 
and supreme good. The person who intently and 
selfishly secks the life here—present interest or 
weal—is apt to fail to gain it; whereas the person 
who, in the main, drops from his mind the present 
advantage, and sécks to promote others’ welfure, is 
quite sure to prosper on the personal account—he 
gaining thus both the present and the permanent. 
These and the like are simple facts in the divine 
administration ; and they serve as @ commentary 
on the Savior’s words. 

The truth of the first statement we behold in the 
experience of the individual who lives in this world 
merely to get a living—the question with him, ever 





present and uppermost, belng, “ What thal! I eat, 
and what shall I drink, and wherewithal shall I be 
clothed ?” If the chief anxiety is fer this, it becomes 
a disturbing, harrassing anxiety. I have known 
the case of the person who, having sunk himself 
to the low level of labors and anxietics to secure 
his own feoding, was left, in the full strength of his 


wenbood, to hang himself, under visions of starva- 
on. 


This principle holds in the matter of the soul's 
life—its salvation. It teaches that seeking our soul’s 
salvation, as the end—this held in view, put upper- 
most, kept ever in the eye—tbis alone pleaded in 
the soul’s wrestle and argument—my salvation— 
ne one, whilst in this mood or tone of seeking, is 
likely to succeed. The moment of prevalence and 
success is when, from some cause, this is lost from 
the mind; and other vidws and desircs rise up, and 
the soul forgets the question of its own d-liverance, 
and is only occupied with the beauty and excel- 
lency of God and Christ and the glorious kingdom. 
Thus it proves that, when self drops, the soul 
rises into the freedom and joy of its own redemp- 
tion. 

‘this same principle holds also in the Christian’s 
growth. We are taught that healthful progress is 
not gained merely by introversion, self-inspection ; 
but rather by expansion, reaching out, going forth, 
denying self, losing thought of ene’s own soul for 
the time—filled and swelling with desire for others; 
abridgirg the personal petition—expanding and 
rengivg in the intercession and the giving of 
thanks. This the better way of Christian growth 
and enjoyment. To live largely outsidé of one’s 
self is the way to live productively for one’s 
spiritual and immortal weal. 

If we pass to the more secular field, and turn to 
the men who have been supremely intent upon 
gaining wealth, this statement will be found true, 
that the class just named, those selfishly intent on 
property, have more commonly failed even of a 
comfertable competence, than those who have not 
sought wealth as an end, but have had another and 
mere generous end—one having to do with human 
welfare ; earnest in the pursuit of this; at the same 
time diligent in business. 

These last have more generally attained to a de- 
sirable measure of property than the preceding — 
showing in this application of it the validity of the 
principle, “ He that lozeth his life shall find it.” 

We may take the case of our Government, 
traitorously assailed at the very seat of its life. In 
such an exigency there are two policies commend- 
ing themselves. One is, compose the difficulty in 
aby way you can, and thus save the interests of 
the present time. The other is, to consent to lose 
the present—sink it ulterly, sacrifiee it all, if need 
be, in adealing that shall cut to the very bottom of 
the difficulty, and tear up the very root of the re- 
bellion—by this course, get through the rub and 
storm; then you haye a government of life, and 
power, and perpetuity : another showing of the 
principle, “Whosoever loseth his life shall save it.” 

This great principle, that we are surer to suc- 
eced, even in the present, by benevolenily living 
for the unseen and remote, is one susceptible of 
almost indefinite illustration. It is certainly very 
practical. It requires faith in the soul in order to 
doit—tbat faith that believes in the present and 
the future, and also believes and vividly perceives, 
that the Future—the Unseen and E'ernal—infinitely 
exceeds the present and the material. 

The course of life which springs from this prin- 
ciple is the one which indicates true greatness and 
nobility of sowl. gt is also marked by great- 
ness of results, inasmuch as it. gains both the pres- 
ent and the future weal. Such a one is earnest, not 
idle. He feels the pressure of the vastest motives 
He strikes where his blows will tell. Hecasts his 
seed on soils competent to grow the imperishable 
harvests. 

This is the principe to resort to, in the hard 
times for giving, either of service or money ; also 
when the calls are unusually multiplied and press- 
ing. It leads us to forego some present item of 
luxvry or convenience ; to consent to lose some 
little fraction of the comfort of the life now pass- 
ing, and transfer the price thereof to Christ’s king- 
dom and the Jife of souls. I fear it has not always 
been so, even with Christians—that that odious, 
screwing word, Retrenchment, has begun first and 
most mercilessly at the house of God; most per- 
sons ministering about as usual to the present liv- 





“Very meager. The school we had here 


bearing upon his own eternal kingdom of righteous- 
ness and grace. 

We do well to meditate on that word so pregnant 
of infinite meanings. He that loseth his life for 
my sake shall find it. The loss, the sacrifice here, 
what a trifle! The gains there, if we do it for 
Christ’s sake, are past all limit or reckoning. 

But the Joss on that side, if loss it shall be—loss- 
of the soul—who can describe or even conceive it ? 
Suppore every good and possession in the present— 
friends, character, wealth, place, fame—these sought 
and won; the soul neglected and lost. Time and 
life soon run their course. The scene changes. 
The darkness gathers—disease takes down the 
stately pillars. ‘There succeed faint breathings; a 
slight rattle of the throat ; ashort, quick, convulsive 
shudder; and the scene again awfully changes 
froma time to eternity. And what shall it profita 
man if be gain the whole world and lose his own 
soul ?

CHRIST THE RESTORER.

Curist came into the world to build a bridge 
frcm earth to heaven. The devil remains in the 
world to break down that bridge; or, failing in 
that, to prevent as many as he ean from reaching 
heaven by it. Christ’s principle is to hate sin, but 
to pity and save the sinner. The devil's principle 
is 1o love sin, and to hate the sinner. Satan’s 
policy looks to the utter ruin of every wrong-doer. 
Christ’s policy of divine mercy looks to the sin- 
nez’s recovery and restoration. He does not desire 
that any should perish, but that all should come to 
repentsnce, and that all should find salvation by 
faith in his atorement. ‘ 
That atoning work on Calyary constructed this 
bridge of mercy. It reaches over from the state of 
guilt to the state of pardon—from the confines of 
hell to the gates of heaven. Jesus has made it safe 
and strong; he made it sufficient to save a world 
when he “tasted death for every man.” The di- 
vine justice and the divine mercy are joined by this 
bridge ; over its portal is inscribed, as in living 
hght, “ He that believeth shall be saved. Whoso- 
ever will, let him come!” 

What multitudes have trod that bridge—with 
tea ful eyes, and pet with grateful hearts! Orowds 
of penitents have walked it, age after age. One 
pardoned transgressor passed over it, exclaiming, 
“This is a faithful saying, that Christ Jesus came 
into the world to save sinners, of whom I am chief. 
I was before a blasphemer, and a persecutor, and 
injurious ; but I obtained mercy.” What a proces- 
sion of forgiven penitents have passed over the 
highwoy of love which Christ has opened! Par- 
doned Peter is there, fresh from his act of denial— 
and “the woman who was a sinner”—and Simon 
the leper—and a malefactor pardoned in his last 
dy ing-hour ; great companies of converted infidels 
have joined that precession, and of reformed drunk- 
ards not a few, and peor, forlorn harlots, cleansed 
by the washing of regeneration—and liberated 
slaves of Satan, making music with their broken 
fetters as silvery as the sound of timbrels! That 
bridge of redemption is mercy’s road to heaven. 
Its pury ose is restoration, recorcry—the restoration 
of the erring, the recovery of the lost. God so 
loved the world that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in him should not 
perish, but should have everlas'ing life. 

Christ isa RESTORER. Christianity is a restora- 
tive. Every man whosesoul is filled with the 
spirit of his Savior becomes an earnest laborer to 
save others, to rescue and reform the guilty, and to 
help the fallen toward God's highway of grace. 
In unison with this spirit is that loving counsel of 
Paul to his fellow-Christians of Galatia, “ Breth- 
ren! if a man be overtaken in a fault, ye which 
are spiritual, restore such an one in the spirit of 
meekness.” If a man has fallen into sin, then, 
instead of leaving him there, or instead of 
peliing him with contempt and derision, avd 
driving him to desperation, help him up. This 
is the plain English of the Gospel injunction. if 
he has been tripped up by the tempter, stop and 
help him on his feet again. If he has be 
come entangled in a network of sin, patient! y 
labor to extricate him—neither ignoring the sin- 
fulness of the sin nor the graceof the Savior. How- 
ever low avy man’s fall, give him the bridge of re- 
covery, te climb over to the side of virtue and holi- 
ness. Show him the road. Steady him over it 
with your countenance and counsel. Pray for him, 
instead of railing at him. And if you expect God 
to forgive him, be sure that you forgive him too. 
This is the spirit of the passage. 

The word translated “restore” signifies to set 
right. It is probably derived from surgery. It ap- 
plies to setting a bone. Fallivg into sin prodaces 
a moral fracture. Continuing in sin produces 
death eternal. Society is as fall of fractured con- 
sciences, and scarred characters, and sin-bruised 
hearts as an army hospital is of mangled s»ldiers 
But when the sinner has sinned, and the mischief 
been done, what then? When the church-memb:°r 
has been “ overtaken in a fault,” what then? Shall 
the broken bone remain unset? Shall the sell- 
wounded man limp along, a cripple for life? Shall 
he who fell—perhaps fell suddenly and unexpect- 
edly, as David and Peter fell—shall he remain fallen 
in the dust of moral disgrace, or in the lower pit 
of forlorn despair? Such is not the answer given 
by him who came to seek out and éo save the lost. 

7 he restoration of the sinner rests primarily 
with God. He only can declare the conditions on 
which he will pardon and receive the transgressor. 
Those conditions he has a 

eclared. They are re- 
pentance, faith in Jesus, and new obedience. 
Christ atones for the sinner’s sin; the Holy Spiri: 
awakens to repentance, and God accepts and pir. 
dons “to the uttermost” all who come to him in 
faith. But have good men, have the church of 
Christ no part to perform? If the holy God is 
ready to restore the penitent sinner, and give him 
grace to walk more carefully, shall God’s people 
be unmerciful and intolerant toward every one 
who has been tripped up by the tempter, or been 
“oveitaken” inasin? God forbid! 

Ifa youth, in the heats of passion, has pitched 
himself over into a disgracefol sin, shall a pious 
father lock bim out at once from the family-circle 
and the family-altar and the parental heart with 
an iron hand? or shall he not rather put forth the 
strong, soft hand of Christian love to reclaim an‘ 
to restore? Ifa domestic inf your family has beén 
tempted to steal once, it may depend much upon 
yourself whether she becomes a confirmed and 
desperate thief, or a penitent, self-watchful woman 
for the future. I am not pleading for sin, or ex- 
cusing it. Iam pleading for the saving of the sinner. 
I am pleading for those who are “overtaken in a 
fault,” that a bridge of recovery be pdinted out to 
them, and they be helped to tread it. I am plead- 


Every immortal being is worth saving. If Christ |. 
Jesus came to thissin-cursed world to be a Redeem- 
er and a Restorer, then woe be to us if we refuse to 
restore the fallen, “in the spirit of meekness!” 
Paul clenches his appeal for Christian charity with 
a powerful home-argument when he ends by saying, 

“ Considering thyself, lest thou also be tempted.” 


MENTAL STOMACH.

My fricnd of the rubicund face an1 plump 
muscles slapped his hand upon the region ‘of the 
diaphragm and gave vent to the following piece 
of condolence : “Ah, my boy,if you had such a 
stomrch es l have got. Why, when I eat a slice of 
beef, in five minutes it is turned into blood.” 
Not quite so quickly as that, my extravagant 
friend ; for Dr. Alcott says that a man’s food never 
dces him much good till about twen‘y-four hours 
after it is eaten. Still, with a poetic license, we 
will allow some truth in the asseriion; and I have 
thought of a mental analogy, which is worth an 
attempt to develop for the benefit of all brain- 
workers. 

I see the same difference between men’s minds 
that there is between their bodies as regards the 
digestive faculty. Some men are great gorman- 
dizers, and yet are always gaunt and pale. Nobody 
cun solve the mystery where the food goes to ; but- 
one thing is clear enough, to wit, that it does noi 
go to blood and fiber. So I know a man who is 
a perfect devourer of book-stores ; some people call 
him a book-worm, but a worm isn’t acircum- 
stance to his consuming capacity, which 
it would take a menagerie of quadrupeds 
to represent. You can hardly name a 
modern pair of muslin-covered boards, with 
a gilt back snd title, but he has swallowed all that 
ihey contain, from preface to “ Finis.” And yet, 
speaking brain-wise, he is one of the most attenu- 
ated of all creatures. Never a day but you could 
lay your two fingers in the hollow of his cheek, 
and count all his ribs. That the mind expericrces 
no growth is evident in many ways, and, among 
others, by the fact that in conversation he gives 
you no ideas, tmt only the sharp rattle of dogma- 
tism, and yeu niay settle it that a bigot is mentally a 
skeleton. 

Another man I am very well acquainted with 
he will fling bimself on the sofa ten minutes before 
dinner, catch up a volume of Littell, read a para- 
graph as long a8 your finger, a scrap of biography, 
may hap, or a bit of natural history, an idiosyacracy 
ofa bee or an alligator, an anecdote of Arctic travel 
—anything, not much matter what; and by next 
Sunday it wili be all worked up into blood, and 
fiber, and electric fire, in the shape of a sermon that 
makes sleepy deacons rub their eyes, and gives the 
tlock soul-pp‘*vader for the space of six carnal 
days. Burn sp Gals man’s library te-morro w--saving 
only the Bible, Cruden’s Concordance, and an old 
almanac—and he could drive a thriving business at 
sermon-making for a yearto come. There is a 
wide difference, my student-friend, between a brain- 
stomach that is a receptacle and one that is a fac- 
tory. Books are nothing but pig-iron to a manly 
brain; the molding and forgimg power is the test 
of real utility. 

Now, if Ihave succeeded in dragging my idea 
into the light, I have uncovered a fountain of in- 
spiration and of consolation to overtasked preach- 
ers. What doleful dirges do we ministers sing be- 
cause we cannot read more. A diurnal rush of 


Physiologically, by the way, this is a merciful de3- 
tiny, because oxygen is better for the brain than 
musty folios, and peripatetic theology more ortho- 
dox than that whieh .s sedentary. Longago have 
I ceased to vent such jeremiads. The hunger for 
books may become a dyspeptic craving, and glut- 
tony may accompany gauntness. Perhaps preach- 
ers do not read too much (though I am acquainted 
with some who are great transgressors in this di- 
rection), but it is certain they do not think enough. 
Thought is what the people want, and they will not 
tolerate any substitute for this. Knowledge is not 
surely contemptible ; but if it isnot transmuted in- 
to fiber, itis lumber. And so we have a natural 
philosophy of soporific pulpits, stuffed with eru- 
dition, obese with all literatures, yet in beggary for 
lack of original ideas. 

A single other hint. This rare faculty of mental 
stomach is susceptible of culture, and is not often 
an original endowment, as is its corresponding phys- 
ical power. You must set your brain on a hard 
bench and hold a rattan over it, and compel it to 
self-reliant work, else it will evermore want 
crutches. “Give thy mind sea-room,” Dr. Young 
somewhere says. Books eannot compass this prob- 
lem, but thought and space are kindred to each 
other.

Thus should 
our charities be given. 

But never was human band commissioned to 
carry such gifts, and pour them out, as are heaven’s 
messengers—the clouds. This rain-fall means 
bread ‘or the hungry—clothing for the destitute 
-—health to the sick—and joy to man, and beast, 
and creeping thing, and fowl of the air—to tree, 
and shrub, and fruit, and flower.

Ong of the most pleasant passages of my army 
experience, and one that I think will stay as freshly 
as any in my recollection, should my life go on to 
old age, is my last visit to Gen. Rice, at his head- 
quarters near Culpepper Court-house, a few days be- 
fore we crossed the Rapidan and entered upon this 
great campaign, from the scenes of which he was 
fated so soon to disappear. I cannot say that he 
and I were friends, as our acquaintance had been 
recently formed ; ut I had often felt of late that if 
his regard should keep pace with mine fora m, 
we were destined to become such, for it was not 
possible for one who knew him to refrain his love. 
His soldiers, who sat down ia the trenches before 
Spottsylvania and sobbed when word passed along 
the line, “ The general is dead,” can tell how that 
was, for they knew him, as he knew them. 
The afttrnoon before the visit I speak of, I had 
ridden over to Culpepper—reveral miles from our 
camp—te pass the night with a friend; and just 
at sunset, having a half-hour to spare, I called on the 
general. Had I no more than that short interview 
to recall concerning him, it was still enough to 
make me a mourver when he fell. He had lately 
writien, to send to Mr. Whittier, that beautiful, 
sid story of the hospital, since published in the Jn- 
dependent, and takiog the manuscript from his port- 
folio, he read it aloud to me. His voice, subdued 
to the pathos of the subject and the narrative itself, 
blended harmoniously with the soft shadows of the 
waning spring day that gathered around the 
reader's form as he stocd in a western window for 
light, as all together blend harmoniously with my 
present thoughis of the scene, now that, like the 
sergeant whose last hour he comforted, the Gen- 
eral himself has halted and bivouacked forever 
When I rose to go, but not till the proposed half- 
hour had twice expired, he asked me, with true sol- 
dierly heartinese, to stay till morning, and replied 
to my plea of a previous engagement, “‘ Well, then, 
come out to-morrow and spend the forenoon! I 
shall be at liberty after 9 o’clock, and we can talk 
over everything” I am very thankful now that 
there was nothing to forbid my acceptance of the 
invitation. 

When the orderly admitted me, at the time ap- 
pointed, the General was giving audience to three 
private soldiers of his command, who had come 
fer counsel in some matter. It was delightful to 
witness the spirit that presided at the interview. 
The grace with which his kindness met their con- 
fidence showed that kindness and confidence were 
the law and eustom of the place : yet, no one could 
have failed to perceive that the proprieties of rank 
were not, in the least article, violated. That he 
was their commander appeared as plain as that he 
was not their tyrant. When finally. he dismissed 
them, satisfaction and gratitude.shone in all their 
faces, and 1 comprehended why it was that once (as I 
heai d himself tell), during the “Seven Days” in the 
summer of 62. when he was colonel, the remnant 
of his wasted regiment, ordered in asa forlorn hope 
to save a batile well-nigh lost, followed him steadily 
up, struggling through the refluent tide of our own 
broken line—until it dashed, bayonet to bayonet 
against that of the enemy, sweeping down fifty to 


that started. The smile of encouragement by 
which he lighted the hearis of his men, and more, 
than that, the frequent prayers he offered, kneeling 
in their midst, boded ill to the foe against which he 
led them. Thus was my forenoon with Gen. Rice 
introduced. Before it ended I heard him say many, 
many things, that I wish might be told in his own 
nobie words—it would honor his memory so much 
more than can any representation of mine. But 
the long intervening agony of this campaign, 
whore battles have almost jostled each other—the 
echoes of one scarcely dying out before the thun-

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We walked out, looked at his horses, talked some- 

what of men and books, remembered our common 

Alma Mater, touched on a variety of topics, and 

occasionally a staff officer came with busimess ; bug 

whatevcr the diversion, the General each time soon 

returned from it to the cause for which, soul and 

body, he was fa arms; and, listening, I felt the 

charm that dwells in consecration. I wish again 

that I could repeat all the strong words his loyalty 

chose; but these [ do remember: As we strolled 

through an orchard that adjoined his quarters, he 

stopped me by the shoulder, and, turning so that 

we faced each other, said, with a great weight of 
earnestness On every syllable, and his eye burning, 

“Why, I have thought this over so much, and 

have lain.awake so many nights in anxiety for the 

country, and have grown to lore her so——:”_ He 
did not conclude the sentence; but the intensity of 
his expression, and especially of the last clause, 
though it was tenderly spoken, was such that to 
have aded, “ That I offer her my life,” would have 
weakered the sense. After a silence, he continued, 
“If we should fail in this war, and I survive it, my 
course is determined. I shall never leave off fight- 
ing for Liberty—if notin this country, in some other 
—if not with my sword, with my pen—to the end 
of my life.” And so the General went on, as long 
as ] remained his guest, breathing out his passion- 
ate devotion to the truth, for which, in a few days, 
he was to spill the bleod of his brave heart; and, 
knowing how many times his knighthood had been 
proven in the fires of conflict, he seemed to me, 
while speaking, as grand as man could be. 

Of the Christian piety that was Gen. Rice’s emi- 
nent trait, though it was mani’est in his whole 
conversation, I have not spoken distinctively, be- 
cause I had yet something to relate that will set it 
clearly forth. My desire to tell this moved me, 
more than anything else, to write a sketch of the 


visit. 

As the day advanced to noon, and we returned 
from our walk to his room, we fell talking of what 
would follow if our cause should be lost. The 
strain grew more and more somber, till it dreoped 
into silence—a silence which the General broke by 
saying, a8 one proposing the solution ofa difficulty, 
“Suppose we pray!’ He rose, and taking the Bi- 
ble from the shelf, opened it and read the4th chap- 
ter of 2d Corinthians—“Therefore, seeing we have 
this ministry,” etc —after a manner that showed hew 
deeply he felt that a ministry had been committed 
tohim. At the 8th verse he paused to loek up and 
stnile ; and when the reading was ended, we kneeled 
down. I would the whole nation might have lis- 
tened to his prayer, asa lesson of trust, and hope, 
and courage. It drew very near the throne, revealing 
how closely a Christian soldier may walk with God. 
Itis not often that any single passage ofa life ean be 
taken as a epecimer ofthe whole, and especially 
the crdinary, every-day expression of a great and 
useful career is not up to the level ef its grand sig- 
nificance ; but I think that this prayer of General 
Rice, written over his tomb, might stand as a just 
monument and record, to tell the true story ef what 
he was. It was the last of earth between the Gen~ 
eralandme. As we rose from our knees, he re- 
marked, in.a cheerful tene, “It looks brighter ; 
doesn’t it?” and I, febling that the visit was eom- 
plete, soon took my leave. I saw him once more. 
He lay in a tent—dead. A wounded soldier, with 
his face buried in his hands. sat beside the body. 
I lifted the hat that covered the features. They 
were calm as the slumber of peace. I remembered 
how he once said to a friend of mine, who told itto 
me, “Give my life for the country! Ihave given 
it many atime.” The sacrifice was often earried to 
the altar¢ at last, the flame had touched it, and it 
was consumed. The sound of canrion’at the front, 
where the battle yet raged, was borne back on the 
trembling air, but his sword reposed quietly beside 
the still hand that two hours before had grasped it 
in Ged’s name. It was pleasant then, as it has 
been through the six weeks of fiery toil and tempest 
that have since worn wearily by, to think that the 
General was at rest. 





Incuam Universiry.—This institution, (Leroy, 
N. Y.,) devoted exclusively to young women, held 
its commencement exercises from the ]6th to the 
22d of June, inclusive.

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Sermon 
BY 


Rev. Henry Ward Beecher.“ 


“The wedding is ready, but they which were bidden were 
not wortby.”—MartTrT, xxii , 5. 


Tue full parable should be recited, if we would 
take the meaning of this passage. ‘ 

“ The kingdom of heaven is like unto a certain 
king, which made a marriage for his son, and sent 
forth his servants to call them that were bidden to 
the wedding : and they would not come. Again, he 
sent forth other servants, saying, Tell them which 
are bidden, Behold, I have prepared my dinner: 
my oxen and my fatlings are killed, and all things 
are ready: eome into the marriage. But they 
made light of it, and went their ways, one to his 
farm, another to his merchandise. And the rem- 
nant took his servants, and entreated them spite- 
fully, and slew them. But when the king heard 
thereof, he was wroth: and he set forth his 


armies, and destroyed those murderers, and 
burned up their city. Then saith he to his 
servants, The wedding is ready, but they 


which were bidden were not worthy. Go 
ye therefore into the highways, and as many 
as ye shall find, bid to the marriage. So those 
servants went out into the highways, and gathered 
together all as many as they found, both bad and 
good: and the wedding was furnished with 
guests.” 

What was the application of this parable to 
those te whom it was first spcken ? They deemed 
themselves safe, both here and hereafter, by vir- 
tue of divine favoritism—for it can be called by 
no other name. They were Abraham’s children. 
They held Moses’ law. They were unconscious 
of spiritual wants or requirements. And by vir- 
tue of these external and national peculiarities, 
they not only deemed themselves as sure, but 
counted that God was laid under obligation to 
favor and tosave them. They were God’s pecu- 
liar people. 

When Christ preached to these the doctrine of 
repentance of sin, faith toward God, holiness of 
life, and spirituality of heart, they, without hesi- 
tation, rejected him and his teaching. 

A higher life of piety is the King’s feast which 
was spread, to which they were invited, and which 
they, from various motives, but all alike, and in 
common, refused. And since they refused it, they 
lost it. That is one part of the teaching. The 
Jews refused a true religion in Jesus Christ, and 
all its benefits. 

Even more pungently disagreeable to the Jew- 
ish conceit and pride was the other part ; namely, 
the gathering in of the Gentiles—for it is this that 
is meant by going out into the highways, and eol- 
lecting all, both good and bad, in order to furnish 
the wedding with guests. 

“Seeing ye judge yourselves unworthy,” the 
Apostle declared, “ we turn to the Gentiles.” This 
is substantially the sense of the parable. The of- 
fer was made of a higher and truer divine life, 
and they rejected it; yet Christ intimates that 
nevertheless the marriage supper should be served 
with guests - that the Gentiles should have what 
the Jews rejected. Others inherited that which 
was provided for them. They lostit. And both 
the gaining and the losing turned on one and the 
same act—namely, that of acceptance. One ac- 
cepted, and the other refused to accept. Taat 
constituted the difference. The bringing in of the 
Gentiles, and the casting off of the Jews, both 
pivoted on the same thing—the question of accept- 
ing or of not accepting. Now, what relation to 
us and to our day has this parabolic teaching 
which had its first significance and application to 
the Jews? The great honor and bounty of God 
is offered to us just as much as it was to the Jews 
first, and to the Gentiles afterward. We are not 
only invited to the marriage feast of the King’s 
son, but we are invited ta be the sons of the 
King. And this invitation implies and con- 
veys amnesty for the past, entire remission of 
penalty for sin, to all who heartily repent and 
forsake their transgressions, and live in newness 
of life. The offer of the Gospel is to every wrong- 
doer—and that is every living man It is res‘o- 
ration to divine favor, pardon of sin, the renewing 
of the mind, and the whole hope of the joy that is 
laid up in heaven in the great hereafter. This 
offer conveys the idea of an abundant supply of 
everything needed in the maintenance of spiritual 
life. Elsewhere in Scripture it is stated under 
different figures and forms. Bread or raiment 
for the supply of daily life, medicine for the wants 
of those that are weak or that are sick, every- 
thing that we need in this world, is offered to 
us. And we are offered all the privileges of access 
and intimacy, and all the prerogatives of son- 
ship. “All things,” says the Apostle, * are yours ; 
whether Paul, or Appolos, or Cephas, or the 
world, or life, or death, or things present or things 
to.come ; all are yours; and ye are Christ’s; and 
Christ is God’s.” And in this glorious summa- 
tion he declares that the offer that is made in 
the Gospel to us brings us reconciled up into the 
King’s presence, in the King’s house, where the 
banquet is spread, and to all honors and dignities, 
and every protection and immunity. 

But this is only the earthly part. The whole 
eternal future comes into this indescribable bliss. 
And the exhortation is not to the few. All are 
included in the proffer of the Gospel to sinful 
men. All the constituents of that feast are prof- 
fered to us in love. They are urged upon us for 
our sakes, and urged by Him who is supreme, and 
who, except in his sympathy and goodness, could 
have no motive for the urgency. That is, there 
is no reason of selfishness in the divine mind 
why we are urged to the acceptance of the spir- 
itual gifts which are offered to us in Christ Jesus. 
This is the first point of the application. 

The second is this: that the provision of the 
Gospel, and the benevolent disposition of God, do 
not enforce salvation upon men. 

This morning [ preached to you on the subject 
of the Fatherhood of God, desiring to make the 
way to God attractive, to kindle the light of hope, 
to melt the heart with gratitude, to inspire tae 
life with love, and to give you something that 
should be definite and tangible to draw you toward 
the divine nature. And [ was aware that many 
would be inclined to say, “If there is such a2 
Fatherhood, we shall be saved, at any rate.” But 
there is an alternative view, there is another side ; 
and itds that other side that I propose to-night 
to present to you. 

Phere is a prevalent disposition to argue- man’s 
safety from God’s known goodness and kindness. 
This disposition assumes that, if God is omnipo- 
tent, and is a universal Father, he will not permit 
his creatures to suffer, but will, on the other hand, 
bestow happiness upon them, as an earthly father 
bestows happiness on his childrea. But all time 
past, and the whole present condition of the human 
racé, are a contradiction of this assumption. 
There can be nothing plainer than that, though 
God be a God of benevolence, and thougn he be 


a Father, he permits suffering; for the 
whole | creation has groaned and travailed 
im pain until now. We all assume that 


herevit is not inconsistent with benevolence and 
fatherhood to permit suffering ; but is it any more 
incohsistent with divine benevolence to permit 
suffering for an age than to permit it for a year? 
The permission of suffering for one hour concedes 
the question. And that suffering has been infixed 
into the constitution of the world, so that it is a 
part of the course of things ; and that every man 
comes under its law, no man can dispute. Since 
the world began, the lore of the world has been 
grief. And who made this world? Who has 
governed \t up to this time? Under what admin- 
istration has it been, but under the administration 
of a God of supreme beneficence? God? it is 
only the word good, goodness being ths human 
omen of God. He is a Governor whose name 
had co And yet see what a kingdom he has 
rel a will any man, in the face of all the 
seat; ard groans, and cruelties, and anguishes 
Dlg, Jan, oun JA peng sharea, Brooklyn, Sunday eve- 
Etumwooo, Reported for The Independent by T. I.

black with woe, that have been experienced on 
earth, lift himself up and *ay that it 1s inconsistent 
with the idea of a benevolent God to permit suffer- 
ing? And so far as the theory of the bestowal of 
happiness is concerned, you cannot reason in its 
favor from human experience, or from the analogy 
of nature ¢ and you certainly cannot support it by 


| reasoning from Scripture. which declares that hap- 


piness is always to be derived from the condition 
of special moral elements. 

And if you appeal from Scripture to nature, na- 
ture is worse than Scripture, a thousand fold ; for 
in the development of divine providence in the 
course of nature there is a great law under which 
God declares that men shall be saved if they re- 
pent and turn to holiness, and that they shail bs 
lost if they go on in wickedness. And that same 
law acts itself out in society, in the family, every- 
where. We know that, in every department of 
life, happiness, health, honor, and prosperity, in- 
volve two essential elements, one of which is a 
provision for these things in nature and society, 
and the other of which is an appropriation of that 
provision by those to whom it is offered. And 
this last is as indispensable as the first. That 
which makes the offer and the provision of any 
validity or ‘sefulness is the circumstance that 
there is some one to accept it. 

Let us louk, for one moment, at this. 

God has made great provisionof the elements of 
nature. Light—oh, how abundant! how beauti- 
ful! how sweet! and all that will accept this boon 
of God shall have the benefit of it. The blind 
cannot. The willfully blind cannot ; for although 
there is light enough for thrice ten thousand times 
as great a population as that which inhabits the 
globe, if a man endungeons himself purposely, and 
shuts out the light from the room where he dwells, 
the abundance of the provision and the effer make 
no difference with him. He loses it, and ail its 
blessings. 

There is heat enough, and there are sounds 
enough, for the comfort and fur the solace of the 
human soul; and yet, unless men accept these 
things, the mere fact that they have been offered 
to all, end that they are abundant, will do them 
no good. We know that in respect to these great 
qualities of nature the abundanee of provision does 
not enforce acceptance. : 

The great prime necessities of life, such as food, 
raiment, shelter - God has put the elements of 
these things within our control, and there is pro- 
vision for all the wants of men, and for the grow- 
ing needs of society; but if men refuse to work, 
if they refuse to practice frugality, if they will 
net put forth skill, the God of nature and the God 
of grace lets them pine, and lets them starve, as 
much as if there had been no provision. The 
earth does not reveal its secrets except to thoss 
that search for them ; and the rains, and the sun, 
and the soil do nothing except to the seed that is 
hid in the crevices of the ground. The summer 
is barren to the sluggard. 

There is provision enough for all the wants of 
men, if they accept them on the conditions on 
which they are proffered; but if they do not 
accept them on these conditions, the abundance 
does not inure to their benefit. When men 
violate the laws of their being, however inno- 
cently or ignorantly, they are made to suffer the 
penalties of those violated laws, and sickness and 
pain come in. 

Now, it is not to be doubted that nature pro- 
vides remedies for by far the greatest number 
of the sicknesses and ills which afflict men; 
but if men are ignorant of these remedies, the 
fact of their provision over against ills and 
ricknesses does cot do them any good. Men are 
doubtless dying every day within reach of agents 
that would cure them. Out of every one of our 
houses have gone children, I suppose, that might 
have been restored to life. The means of restor- 
ing them, doubtless, were within the parents’ 
reach; and there wes nothing that prevented 
their restoration except ignorance. The parents 
did not know how they might be restored; and 
all the possibility was invalid, all the provision 
for turning back the sickness and bringing health 
again failed, simply because it was not appropri- 
ated. Death was taking possession of the child, 
and there was the scepter of life by which it 
might have been exorcised, and the power of God 
was in that scepter; but the child died, and death 
took it a#vay, because the provision was of no 
eonsequence, since there was no one that could 
make-&n application of it to the case. And when 
a man 1s sick, though all remedies are provided, 
and though the most skillful physicians are called 
to their bedside, these will do no good if he will 
not accept the remedies that skill has found out, 
and that kindness is proffering. 

These facts are familiar tous. They go to il- 
lustrate and confirm the general statenent that 
something more is required than a provision and 
a proffer. 

Thus far I have spoken of the physical laws of 
nature. It may be said that this is not in the 
moral realm, and that the. analogy is not a fair 
ene. Therefore, I proceed to show that in the 
moral realm the constitution of things is even 
more marked than in the physical realm. 

We know that a man’s happiness or misery in 
this life depends upon the maoner in which he 
exereises his faculties. That is to say, it is nota 
matter of indifference which way a man uses the 
powers of his mind, any more than which way 
aman turns the key when he winds his watch. 
Turning it one way ruins it, and turn'ng it the 
other way expedites it. It makes a difference 
which side of the blade of a knife you use if you 
would cut wood. It makes a difference which 
way you operate a machine. One way of oper- 
ating it agrees with its nature, and the other way 
ef operating it disagrees with its nature. And so 
it is with @ man’s mind. It was meant t> act in 
conformity to eertain definite principles and re- 
sults. If it conforms to these there is happiness, 
ahd if it does not there is misery. Hence, educa- 
tion in every family aims at securing the child’s 
co-operation with right. That is, in the family, 
the child is taught how to use its mind in the 
right way, and how to abhor the use of its 
mind in the wrong way. And every one 
knows that, with all his love, and wisdom, 
and patience, and willingness to suffer, the 
paremt cannot compel the child 
Pride, vanity, avarice, appet-te, are the sub- 
jects of motives, in an intelligent and rational 
creature ; but they are not subjects of force. A 
parent may ordinarily secure right conduct in his 
ehild by means of a right education; but if the 
child be obstinate, or determined, or corrupted, 
before the recuperative work begins, it is not in 
the power of the parent, no matter how wise he 
may be, no matter how willing he may be to give 
time and service, no matter how full he may be 
of benevolence, he cannot save that child. Pa- 


rents cannet, by any goodness, or self-denial, or | Bt 
' are willing to treat your soul. 
them, and save their children from saffering or | 


pains, disjoin cause-and effect, as God const:tated 


ruin, if those children persist in going the wrong } 
way. This is obvious to every one. It is a mat- 
ter of common remark, and we al! endeavor to 
rear our children so that they shall reap the 
advantage of obeying the great economic laws of 
the world in which they live. And we are per- 
fectly well aware that, if a child breaks away 
from parental restraint, and refuses, and contin- 
ues to refuse, to do right, the parent cannot help 
it. You may threaten, you may punish, the time 
may come when you shall even exclude the 
child from your dweiling, you may bring mount- 
ains of motives to bear; but after all, there is 
not a child that lives that is not a match for father 
ard mother, if it pleases it to trample upon their 
authority and to disregard their wishes. And if 
a ebild resists parental entreaty, and parental 
command, it mekes no difference how abundant 
the provisions for its education may have been, it 
makes no difference how many stood about it to 
love it, it makes no difference how willing the 
parents were to suffer in its behalf, ani it makes 
no difference what were the circumstances of its 
life ; it is beyond their power to rescue it from de- 
struction. The child’s fate turns on this: if it 
will, it may be happy; but if it will not, nothing 
ean save it. ; 

We also see in human society—which is as 
divinely. ordained as is human life: itself; for a 
man’s organs are no more fitted to be put together 
to make the individual man than individual men 
are fitted to co-operate together in society—we see 
in humsn society this same love evolved with ter- 
rible certainty at large. If men scek happiness, 
honor, love, there is abundant provision for them 
in society. All things are ready. They are ac- 
cessible by right conduct. If men neglect the 
provision for happ‘ness, and honor, and love, they 
will miss these ends, and that, too, although God 
is good and kind, although there: is a providence 
that is supervising human society—a providence 
that will not suffer a sparrow to fall to the ground 





unnoticed ; a providence that knows that we are 
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to be good. | 


in need of raiment, and shelter, and food, and 
nourishing care. If men do not accept voluntar:- 
ly the provision of these things which is made in 


them from the wretchedness that wiil ensue from 
disobedience. The same God that is expected to 
rescue men in the future from the results of their 
sins is daily manifesting, in every part of human 
society, that he does not rescue men from the re- 
sults of their sins if they do not repent and turn 
from them. Ali the unutterable woes of the de- 
praved residuums of our great cities are taking 
plece under the administratien of a God of 
kindness and love. There is 
in New York for food and raiment; and 
thousands there are that wander through the 
streets hungry and naked. There is provision in 
New York for health and strength ; and thousands 
there are that writhe in anguish on beds of sick- 
ness. There is provision, also, in the heart of 
God, for every miserable creature that has erred ; 
and thousands there are that curse and blaspheme 
with remorse in hospitals or in lezar-houses, or 1n 
the midst of the vermin and filth at the bottom of 
society. All this takes place though God, who is 
a God of love and benevolence, sees it; all this 
takes place though nature is ordained to promote 
happiness; all this takes place though the struc- 
ture of scciety and the structure of individual 
men are designed to promote happiness; all this 
takes place though God’s government is for the 
promotion of happiness; all this takes place 
though the interior nature of God and his ever- 
lasting decree aim at happiness. And ye',men 
are found who, with these facts staring them in 
the face. rise up and say, “ God is ioo good to pun- 
ish men!” Why, there never was an assartion so 
flung in the face of facts. The administration of 
God is full of goodness; but goodness in the di- 
vine administration is employed according to law. 
All philanthropy, all human:ty, and all sympathy 
aud succor, carried down to grog-shops and to the 
Five Points, will not assuage one pang, and will 
not rescue one wretch, unless he is willing to re- 
turn ard co-operate, and bring himself under the 
influence of remedial law. 

Now, at th's point we reach again the Word of 
Gcd, avd are prepared to receive its declarations, 
with all corroborations and presumptive analogies 
in its favor. 

The feast of the Gospel is spread. The King, 
in his great bounty, sends his servants forth to 
say to ail, “‘Come to the marriage supper.” To 
lay aside the figure, Ged makes the proffer of for- 
giveness, ¢f amnesty for the past, and of unbounded 
joy and happiness for the future. If you accept 
the prov sion, which is ample enough for every 
human being on the globe, you are blessed ; but 
if you neglect it, or refuse it, that provision, if 
mult plied a myriad times, would be of no more 
avail to you than light to the blind, sound to the 
deaf, or food to the dead. It is a provision that is 
invalid if you fail to accept it. If you take it you 
live: if you reject it you die. 

Although, then, the doctrine of the Fatherhood 
of God is one of the most blessed doctrines of the 
Bible, and one of the most animating to our hope, 
we must not pervert it, and suppose that, because 
God administers as a universal Father, therefore 
all sorts of men, under all sorts of circumstances, 
are perfectly safe. We see that fathers in their 
femilies on earth cannot save their children when 
they want to. But do you say thatthat is because 
they have not powerenough? Then society, that 
is ten thousand times stronger, cannot save its 
children, though it wants to. Do you say that 
society is weak, and erring, and stumbling. Well, 
there is a power that is higher than that. There 
is providence ; and that does not save men from 
mistakes and mischances in this life, though, 
without a doubt, it is the design of providence to do 
it. Do you say that providence is limited? But 
there is a God who reigns over providence, and 
society, and the father in the family—who rules 
over all nature— and God in this world does not 
save those whom he seeks to rescue, And that 
most potent instrument, the Gospel, ia the hands 
of Christ, and in the hands of the Apostles—to 
some it was a savor of life unto life, and to others 
it was a savor of death unto death. Its effect 
turned on whether men wou!d accept it or not. 

I would not take away one single whit of the 
beauty, or attractiveness, or encouragement of the 
thought that God loves, and that everything that 
love can do will be done to mak2 med Wappy here, 
safe in death, and glorious hereafter; but { warn 
you not to suppose that everything can be done 
merely tecause God loves. There‘are lim tations 
even in an infinite God. \ 

But it is asked, “ May we not expect that there 
will be a great change of circumstances in the 
other world, and that men wiil go out of this 
world to have a better chance there?” Let us 
hope that it may be so. I do not so believe, be- 
cause we have no evidence whatsoever in that 
direction : and yet, I fain would hope that those 
that have never heard the Gospel here, and that 
have been surrounded by circumstances that have 
misled ond perverted them ell their life long—I 
fain would hope that they may rise to a sphere 
where there shall be given clearer lights, and 
more auspicious circumstances, and better train- 
ing. -I fain would hope that they who have not 
deliberately rejected the Gospel may have another 
chance. I know not how it will be. Iam not 
authorized to speak on that subject. But where 
men heve had the light of the Gospel; where 
they have been plied by i's motives in the most 
ingenious and continuous ways; where they have 
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been addressed from their childhood by the benign 
influences of the family, by the co-operating influ- 
ences of human society, by the bounties of a di- 
vinely administered providence, and by the special 
éealings of God’s Spirit; and where, notwith- 
standing these things, they have, step by step, 
fixed their character in opposition to the Gospel; 
what reason is there to expeet that they will have 
another chance, or that, if they had another 
chance, it would be one in which the issue would 
be diferent? I do not affirm anything ; but I ask 
you if, in a question so great as that whieh con- 
cerns your immortal welfare, you will venture out 
cf life upon no other expectation of salvation 
than this: that God will perhaps somehow give 
you a chance to repair the mistakes of tais life, 
which have taken form in your crystalline char- 
acter ? : . 

Call to mind those thundering declarations of 
tte Word of God respecting the condition of the 
wicked. And did you ever notice tha the most 
solemn warnings of future misery are those which 
were uttered, not by the Apost'es, not by the dis 
ciples, but by the sweet-speaking Christ ? 

Now, while the simple deelarations of the 
Savicr warn every man to repent now and here, 
and so flee from the wrath to come, on what 
ground will you hope that, by rejecting the over- 
tures of mercy, you shall have another chance in 
the life to come ? ; 

You would not treat a piece of property as you 
You would not 
insure anything that had as few probabil:ties in 
its favor as @ man who is persistently wicked 
against the light of knowledge, and who dies with 
with no other hope than that which is founded in 
the conception that God will somehow give him 
another chance. . 

The Word of God gives hope here. It is un- 
equiveeal in its declarations in respect to the 
provision that has been made for the recovery of 
trensgressor:. The vilest sinner may be rescued. 
Where the most incorrigible hibits have been 
fastened on a man, like shackies and chains, 
there is a power to solve the links, and to melt 
them as with a lightning touch. There is a 
power to chance character this side the grave: 
but whrre is there evidence that thers is any 
power to change it on the other side? There are 
solemn declarations to the contrary in the Word 
of God. 

But it may be said, “If men die, having re- 
pented only on the'r .death bed, or.at the last mo- 
ment, like the thief on the cross, how can they 
be happy in the other life?” It is of more conse- 
quence that a man should have his will set right, 
ard that he should have the germs of reforma- 
t:on established, than that he should have reached 
any particular measure of atfainment. If a man 
goes into the other life with his character and his 
tastes just beginning to conform to the law of (od, 
though he be at the very lowest point of develop- 
ment, there is hope that he may have progress 
there. It must be that there is provision for the 
growth after death of a msn who dies under such 
circumstances. Education is so extremely limit- 
ed here, that if we attain any considerable de- 
gree of blessedness, it must be because provision 
has been made for our growth in the furure life. 
What we want is the seed-form, the germ of holi- 
ness ; and the smallest beginnings that touch the 
whole characterare sufficient to lay the founda- 
tion for the expectation of blessedness. But 
where there is not even this ; where the will is. 
against God, and the heart is opposed to the divine 


law, and the life is stained aud disfigured, what 


society, there is no providence that will rescue 


provision | 


expectation can there be that men, dying in their 
| sins, and unchanged, will be forgiven, and will 
| rise to an immortality and blesseduess ? 

I, then, to night, in the discharge of my solemn 
duty, am called to set before you the provisions of 
the Gospel, the pardon of sin that is offered up 
for the past, strength to overcome temptation and 
weakness in the time to come, and the indwelling 
of the spirit of God, the Comforter and the En- 
| lightener. I come to offer all the bounty of God 

for this life and for the future life. I come to offer 

you compsnionship avd joys here, triumph in 
| death, and glory and immortality hereafter. The 
gift is‘yours. It belongs to any man that will 
take it. Free, it is, as the arch of heaven above 
your head. Whose is that blue sky? Is it the 
property of you that live in ceiled houses? ef you 
that hasdie countless treasures? The million- 
aire does not own that sky one bit more than the 
beggar on whom he refuses to bestow alms. The 
little child in the street that is aa outcast, and 
that slept last night out of doors, with his face 
turned heavenward, owns as much as you of God’s 
great cope. The sunlight that shines upon all, 
and everywhere, the rain that moistens the earth, 
the air that-we breathe, is not freer than is divine 
grace to every oue that will accept it. And [ 
bring the offer of God’s love, of his kindness, and 
of his mercy, toevery oneof you. Hoary-headed, 
or infant of days; you who are stained with sin, 
or you who are only warped and beginning to go 
the wrong wey; you that have long been in the 
ev)l ath, and you that have but just entered that 
path- you I offer, in the name of my Master, God's 
forgiveness, and his promise of immortality. Turn 
from that which is evil, forsake it, and begin to 
live according to the divine law, and the sins of 
the past shall be for:oiten, and blessedness for the 
future assured. 

But how shall it be with those who will not re- 
pent? ‘ The wedding is ready; but they which 
were bi¢den were not worthy.” Of how many of 
you must this be said? Of some, doubtless. Of 
many,! fear. You are not worthy of this offering. 
You will turn your backs to it. You will couat 
yourselves unworthy of eternal life. Many of 
you that ought to know better, and that do know 
better; many of you that have been reared in 
Christian families, znd on whose head has fallen 
meny and many a mother’s prayer; many of you 
that have had divine examples, will neglect these 
profiers ard promises that are revealed in the 
Gospel. While of the igaorant, while of those 
who are the children of vice, while of them that 
were born almost in the blackness of darkness, 
some will hear these tidings, and with tearful 
gladness will accept Christ ; some that were born 
not far from the gate ef heaven will refuse to 1] s- 
ten, will reject the Savior, and will pass on, and 
be punished. It is a solemn truth. It isa truth 
that ought in trought to divide men even here. It 
is a truth that will divide them forever and for- 
ever in the world to come. 

I beseech you, then, accept the King’s provision. 
Be the King’s sons Know your Father. Rejoice 
in redeeming love. Subscribe yourselves by your 
own hands as inheritors of the divine blessing. 
Bear upon your hearts the name of your God. 
Live happy here, die triumphantly, and reign for- 
ever. 
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OUR WESTERN CORRESPONDENCE. 


To THe Epirors or Tue INDEPENDENT : 

THE execu'ive committee of the Western Edu- 
cation Society, instituted by the late Triennial Con- 
vention, has just issued its first circular, setting 
forth the claims of this cause and presenting it for 
the benefactions of the churches. As this society 
only takes the place of the ladies’ committee, no 
new object is presented; yet itis hoped that, as 
now it is the purpose to aid young men who have 
the ministry in view, in the academic and collegi- 
ate as well as in the theological part of their 
course, there will be a large increase of interest in 
this department of benevolence. The churches in 
Wisconsin had “ begun before not only to do, but 
to go forward,” in this mattcr come years before, hav- 
ing had a state society in operation with special 
reference to the need of students in Beloit College. 
It has been proposed that this society should make 
itself auxiliary to the Western Society at Chicago, 
still provide for the needy young men in the cvl- 
leges of Wisconsin, and furnish aid at least for all 
the students from that state in the Theological 
Seminary. This is an arrangement grea'ly to be 
desired. The General Association of Illinois, at 
its Quincy meeting. approved the organization of 
the Wes‘ern Society, put this cause upon its sched- 
ule of benevolent objects, and assigned it a place 
in the morths of July and August. This now takes 
the place of the colleciion for the Professors’ 
Fund, so that but one call will be made in behalf 
of the seminary. As these months are now at 
hand, it is hoped that all the churches which have 
not adopted some other plan will bring up the 
matter, and remit a contribution to the treasurer, 
Lyman Baird, Esq , Chicago This is particularly 
to be desired, as the seminary is to open at the Ist 
of September, and there will be pressing need of 
such aid at thattime. It is hoped that the thou- 
sand dollars raised for this object the last year in 
Illinois will at least be doubled the pre-ent year. 
Among other by-laws adopted by the executive 
commi‘tee is one that forbids aid to any young 
man who is addicted to the use of to»acco. Rev. 
Dr. Wm. W. Pa:ton is the president, and Rev. Dr. | 
8. C. Barilett secretary of this society. ‘There is | 
also another method of promot'ng theologi:al edu- | 





cation, viz., by instituting scholarships in the Chi- 

cago Seminary. These are fixed at one thousand 

dejlars as a minimum, and are under the care of | 
the directors. Deacon Horace Billings, of Beard:- | 
town, Ill., has paid in a scholarship of tifteen hun- | 
dred dollars; Judge Tillson. of Cambridge, Ill, | 
one of a thousand ; and the esta‘e of Mrs. Margaret 
Depew, lately of Bloomington, Ill., another of a 


thousand. The Cong. church at Olivet, Mich., 
the Cong. churches at Clinton and shopierre, 
Wis., and the Cong. church at Deer Purk, ill., have 


each subscribed a thousand, upon all of which six- 
teen hundred dollars have been piid. No more 
_ factory mode of benevolence can be presented 
then this of providing a fund, the interest of which 
shall be a perpetual stream of supoly, so that, after 
ope has gone to his rest, a succession of candidates 
for the ministry shall be helped on their way by 
his anticipative benefaetion. May we not expect 
that many more such scholarships will be en- 
dowed? 

The trustees of the Lovejoy Monument Assocl- 
ation have proposed to the various institutions of 
learning in the state of Illinois that a Lovejoy 
scholarship, of $1,000 be endowed in each of them 
for the education of colored youth, upon condition 
that sech students be received to equal privileges 
and upen the same terms with white scholars. 
This proposal is made to all incorpora‘ed institu- 
tions of learning in the state, of whatever denomi- 
national charac‘er—whether for males or females ; 
whetber classical, scientific, legal, medical, theo- 
logical, commercial, or agricultural. The funds 
thus raised are to be managed by the trustees of 
each institution, though the Monument Association 
is te have the oversigh: of the same and the right 
to recall them in case of perversion or non-fulfill- 
ment of the condition. That isa noble plan No 
deubt it would please Mr. Lovejoy mre than to 
invest the same money in marble or brass 1! will 
present a more endating testimonial than any gor- 
geous pile over his grave. This is beter than to 
establish a Lovejoy college for colored youth ; for 
we already have too many ins‘itutions, and such a 
school would tend to perpetuate that spirit of caste 
which ought te be removed. This plan strikes at 
that spirit; it may do much for the elevation of 
the colored race. A monumentis also to be erected 
over the grave. Those who piefer to give for this 
can do so. 

The American Congrega ional Union has jast 
added two more churches to the list of i's gradu- 
ates. On the 16th inst. the church a‘ Sterling, II1., 
dedicated a house of worship, built af.er plan No. 
44n the Book of Plans, only enlarged to the dimen- 
sions of 4('x65 feet. 1t is a very neat structure, and 
is pleasantly furnished, the ladies having done their 
share of the work. ‘ihe services of dedication were 
conducted by Rev. W. W. Small, who had just 
closed a useful partorate of.five years with thu: peo- 
ple, and by Rev. J. E. Roy, of Chicago. The ser- 
mon, by.the latier, was upon the mutual relation of 
worshjp and preaching in the house of God. The 
form otf dedication used at the consecration of the 
new open. Tabernacle was employed on this 
occasion, much to the gratification of the people, 
who arose and made the ottering themselves—a 
ge little bit of a ritual, that. Two hundred dol- 
ars, raised upon the spot, before the dedication, 
brought the church within reach of the two hund- 
red and fifty of the Union, which will leave the 
house free from all debt. It was a joyous occasion 
to the church, which had worshi several years

| On the morning of Sunday, June 19th, the Brit- | 


ish pirate Alabama, sailing under what is called 
the Confederate flag, steamed out of the Freneh 
| port Cherbourg and evgaged the U.S. steamship 
| Kearsarge, which was waiting ten miles off the 
coast to fight her. The’ action began a little be- 

fore noon, lasted an hour, and euded with the 
destruction of the Alabama. 

In a military view, this contest is to wooden sea- 
going steam vessels of war what the fight between 
the Monitor and Merrimac was to iron-clad float- 
| ing batteries - for neither the Meniter nor Merri- 
mac was entitled to be deemed a sea-going vesscl. 
It marks an epoch, and is the practical test of 
many questions which have been endlessly ex- 
| perimented on without definite result. The Kear- 
| sarge and Alabama were third-class sloops-of- war 
| of nearly the same tonnage, one built in America, 
| armed with American gung, mauned and oflicered 
| by Americans; the other built in a British port, 
armed with British guns, manued by British sail- 
ors, and commanded by an American traitor. 
Each vessel was as good a ship of the kind as 
either country could produce. Each was well 
handled in action, and the rasult is the Amer- 
ican sends the British ship to the bettam in 
sixty minutes. Need we wonder that the English 
press grows furiously angry, and seeks in all 
ways to belittleand misrepresent the contest ? 

The battery of the Kearsarge was seven guns — 


pounder rifle. She fought only her starboard bat- 
tery, bringing over one of her port broadside-guns, 
and not using the 28-pounder rifle, and therefore 
32s. The Alabama’s battery was one 100-pound- 
er rifle, one heavy 68-pounder rifle, and six 32- 


seven—two more than the Kearsarge. But the 
ll-inch smooth-bore Dahlgrens of the Kearsarge 
proved more than equal to the difference. The 
Alabama’s guns were pointed by English gunners 
from Her British Majesty's practice-ship Excellent, 
and were served with great rapidity, but little ac-

But there was the Deerhound, which he knew had 
his prisoners on deck and saw steaming for Eng- 
land—why did he not stop her? We greatly fear 
that the real motive of Capt. Winslow's hesitation 
was dread of a quarrel with England from firing 
| on an English vessel—that he either did not know 
his rights, or, knowing, dared not maintain. What- 


hound is inexcusable, and detracts largely from 
the measure of praise otherwise due him. 

And still worsc, when Capt. Wiaslow says he 
| trustedin the “honor” of Semmes, and believed 
en that ground he would surrender himself pris- 
oner, after he had escaped to England, he betrays 
a spirit which we know is oaly too common 
among naval officers, but at which we care not 
to restrain our indignation. We have no patience

and in fact, though the rebels, thanks to some- 
body’s extreme stupidity, captured two passenger 
trains bound from Baltimore to Philadelphia, they 
Gid no damage to the road that couid not be speed- 
ily repaired, except at the Gunpowder bridge, 
which was partially burned, but will be replaced 


It is quite clear that the main body of 
of the enemy were in the vicinity of Wash- 
ington, that is to say, within ten or twelve miles 


taken with the purpose of carrying its defenses by 
a sudden assault. Rebel authorities are vehe- 
ment in affirming that another corps of Lee’s 
army, under A. P. Hill-—the original invading 
force being the two divisions of Early, which 
were sent to protect Lynchburg from Hunter—has 
marched from Gordonsville by way of Warrenton 
and Leesburg, and crossing the Potomac at Ed- 
ward’s Ferry, had effected a junction with Early, 
and éeriously meant to attempt the capture of 
Washington. But such a movement is so envel- 
oped by difficulties and peril that it is impossible 
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toasecend reading. Certainly in our own ex- 
perience, to go no further back than the com- 
mencement of the war, we have known measures 
to achieve at last a triumph which were baffled 
at the outset by heavier odds than 292 to 35. Ac- 
cording to the debates, Mr. Bright even was not 
more advanced than to believe still in the license 
system. Mr. Roebuck honorsad the bill with his 
Oppesition, declaring he had never encountered 
one more mischievous. Mr. Buxton, son of the 
great reformer and brewer, perhaps himself con- 
tinuing his father’s avocation, recanted former 
utterances in favor of a Mainelaw. And, finally, 
a certain Capt. Jervis misrepresented the workings 
of the law in New England. So the attempt was 
frustrated ; but it will be made again. Meanwhile 
we are powerfully reminded by this occurrence of 
our duty to ourselves, and of the fatal results to 
others of our failure to perform that duty. The 
army inevitably fosters intemperance, which radi- 
ates thence in every direction. Are we busy in 
checking its inreads, in renewing the public con- 
science against the cup, in strengthening such laws 
as we have secured, in carefully selecting their 
executors? How much protection from tempta- 
tion are we affording our own children? how 
much help extending to our brother reformers 
across the water? The great cities are diflicult 
of conversion ; not so the smaller places, which 
are the salt of a State. Noteworthy is the fact 
(if it be a fact) contained in a newspaper item, 
that the shipmasters of Elisworth, Maine, at a 
public meeting, agreed not to bring as freight any 
intoxicating liquors of any kind into that town. 
Let us have more of such action, for by it is en- 
gendered a sentiment which will sastain and en- 
force the law.

A COINCIDENCE. 


Tue recest death of the Hon. Josiah Quincy re_ 
calls an incident ia his history in connection with 
the almost simultaneous decease of the Fugitive 

Slave laws thet have disgraced and cursed our 
land. The first bill was-passed in 1793, and had 
| for its signature the name of Washington. 
| s0@n arose under it in the city of Boston. It seems 
| that then even, as in the time of the power of the 
| last of these iniquitous acts, it was deemed de- 
sirable to test the fidelity of Massachusetts t> the 
Constitution at the cost of her fidelity to principle 
Josiah Quincy, a youth of twenty-one, just adin.t- 
ted to the bar, volunteered to defend the fugitive. 
He secured his release, though by much the sam2 
| means as were employed in the rescue of Shad- 
rach sixty years later, through the zea!ous 
| co-operation of his son and Wendell Phillips. 
| He lived just to see that law abolished, after sev- 
enty years of malignant life, against which he 
first raised his arm and voice. He had seen that 
bud blossom and bring forth its deadly fruit in 
painful profusion. He had seen two generations 
grow up under its death-shade, made siekly and 
weak in principle and purpose by its overshadow- 
ing influence. He had seen great statesmen ap- 
pear on the stage of action, and at first reluctaatly 
but soon greedily eat of 

“ That iasane root that takes the reason prisoner.” 

He had seen communities, chu~ches, the press, and 
| the pulpit fall down before the aw/ul idol and pro- 
nounce it God. He had seen, when the last and 
worst of its progency was born for the ruin of 
the nation, how men high in talents, position, and 
| sanctity had cried out, “ This decree of hell is the 
| voice of God. Whoever annuls or opposes it is 
fighting against God.” He had seen the legitimate 
fruit of that first-born of sin—the power that be- 
got it, drunken with confidence and mai with 
pride, spring at the throat of the nation that had 
so faithfully nourished it for three-score years and 
ten. 
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He had seen a counter element, the fruit of the 
same spirit which made him strong to assail the 
iniquity at its birth, grow steadily and rapidly, 
mid scorn, and persecution, and haughty threats 
cf dissolution, till it mounted the throne of the 
popular will, only to be attacked by the leagued 
upholders of the awful crime. , He had sesn, amid 
the light and shade of the fearful struggle, the 
steady development of the principles of liberty; 
beheld their purifying current cleansing the cor- 
ruptions of legislation, pushing back their hea!th- 
ful tides farther and farther, till they overwhelmed 
the law he had first resisted, and were rapidly 
sweeping forward to overwhelm the provision of 
the Constitution out of which it had arisen. 

The sight satisfied the ancient Simeon. He 
murmurs gratefully his “ Nune dimittas,” and 
the Lord lets his servant depart in peace, his eyes 
beholding, through, beyond, above the clouds of 
strife and death, the salvation of God and the 
glory of his people. Memorable as were his age, 
his horors, and his worth, they will be consum- 
mated by this deed in his history and coincidence 
in his death. He first opposed the fugitive slave 
acts; he died with their death.

Our brethren of the General Association of 
Massachusetts seem to have met with a decided re- 
buff in their fraternal efforts to introduce a lay 
element into their body, by uniting it with the 
General Conference. The conference, hayiag « 
single eye to its object, viz., the fellowship of the 
churches in a meeting for devotion and religious 
communion—in other words, “a state prayer- 
meeting,” as one of our Connecticut divines is fond 
of calling it—very naturally looked with suspicion 
upon the proposal to introduce a representation 
from professional ministerial bodies. The result 
will probably be that both bodies will continue, 
and each will do its peculiar and appropriate work 
more vigorously than would be possible under any 
plan of union. 

The General Association of Connecticut has 
never agitated the question of converting itself 
into a general conference. If there be an-advocate 
for any such change, we have never heard of him. 
The question of following the meeting of the Gen- 
eral Association by a state conference has been 
somewhat considered. But no one favors the 
abandonment of the ancient organization. It is

There is no-“ Copperheadism,” however, jp 
the report, as some feared there would be. On the 
contrary, it is a concise and luminous essay on the 
importance of such a history, and the material; 
which exist for ils compilation. I[t deserves 
will receive a careful perusal. On this poin 
may be stated that the association, by a unanimoy 
vote, requested Dr. Bacon, of New Haven, to pn. 
pare such a history. His extraordinary familiariy 
with the subject, his remarkable candor and power 
as a historical writer, should not fail to leave some 
such peimanent results. His people could confer 
ne higher benefit on the churches than to make 
such arrangements as would enable their honored 
pastor to give a portion of his best energies to suck 
a work. 

Kiev. Robert C. Learned, of Plymouth, who hy 
already had large experience in this kind of labor, 
was requested to continue his collections of the 
local histories of our various parishes. 

Important results may grow from this action, 
which was suggested by our indefatigable staljsti 
cal secretary. 

5. Very protracted and earnest discussions were 
elicited by overtures from the district associations 
concerning areport presented by Dr. Bacon last 
year, on “She proper wey to supply cacent pulpite, 
and the distinctive positions in reepect to our church 
e8 of pastors, acting pastors, and stated preachers. 
Dr. Bacon, while admitting the desirableness of 
some modifieation in some of the minor matters of 
his repert, yet defended its general positions, ia « 
speech full cf points and facts, concerning our 
ecclesiastical usages and history, which was pro- 
tracted, by the questions of the members, to a length 

of sume four hours. The result ef the discussion 
was a vote todrop from the statistics the term 
“acting pastor,” which had been found a mis 
leading term, and to classify our ministers under 
two heads, pastors and siuted preachers he lattes 
to include all who are empleyoa wy TC Church OF 
its committee with the concurrence of the society, 
or its eommittee, for a period of not less than one 
year. Those unfortunates who sustain « less sta 
ble relation to our churches than this must be eon- 
tent to find their names only in the table at the 
end of the “minutes,” entitled, “Names and Post 
offices of ministers,” until such time asa rectifica 
tion ean be effected of the loose and pernicious 
usages whieh prevail in some churches in theem- 
ployment of ministers. 

‘The other question, on “ The proper way to supply 
recant pulpits”—whether by a society s committee 
only or by the church committee, acting, so far as th* 
question of pecuniary compensation is concerned. 
with the concurrence of the society’s committee 
was still more fully examined. It was referred to 
the next General Association, and will be subjected 
to a thoroagh sifting, as a question vitally affecting 
the purity and even the continued existeace of our 
churches. 

6. The condition of the Temperance Reform oc 
cupied several hours on the last day of the session, 
upon an overture from Windham Association. Rev. 
E.H. Prait, of East Woodstock, who has kept the 
temperance fires burning im that county through 
all these vears of retrogression, delighted the as- 
sembly with a statement of facts, showing the ir 
resistible power, beth of law and moral suasion, on 
the good old principles, wherever there was intcrest 
and zeal enough to ure them. The activity of the 
temperance men of Windham Oo. saved the state 
election which just preceded the last presidential 
election, and so, as the politicians assure us, con 
tributed largely to the success of Abraham Liacoln 
Who can tell how greatly the whole country is in- 
debted to the efforts of those few faithful men 
They who mold the morals of a community are 
mightier than they who make its laws. 

The proposed Netional Congregational Conven

Ins 
mixed body, a week would hardly have sufficed to 
have accomplished, we do not mean in ‘votes and 
resolutions, but in actual investigation and progress, 
what was there accomplished in three days. It 
would have taken at least half that time to have 
got the conceit out of a class of lay delegates, speci- 
mens of whom are sure to appear in such meetings. 
that ministers know nothing about doing business, 
and that common sense is the sole prerogative of 
common men. 

Perhaps our brethren in Massachusetts, whose 
addresses have been 80 ay sro | rejected, w 
conclude that even in their “lone, lorn” condition 
there is some good still left for them to do.

From this repulse arose a panic, which, begiu- 
ning in Baltimore, spread to Washington and om 

ork, and gave birth to the most exa rated — 

yard reports—such as that Lee was in — 

im person, that Baltimore was to be sacked, pone 
imgton captured, Grant’s army recalled, an ‘een 
of the same sort. Sifted from the mass 0 es 
sense which a time of excitement cr-a-cs, the facts 
ef this raid are about as follows: A week ago, 
seatiering parties of rebels made their appearance 
in the western counties of Maryland, and fell to 

luadering Unionists and Secessionists alike of 
Leases, cattle, and other property. Having safely 
eonveyed the stolen articles across the Potomac 
into Virginia, the rebel forces (supposed to be un- 
der command of General Early) started in a body, 
variously estimated at from fifteen ‘to twenty thou- 
pand strong, on a general foraging aud plundering 
expedition through Maryland. Meanwhile, Gen. 
Wallace, in command at Baltimore, gathered up all 
the available forces at hand, and, marching rapidly, 
came up with the enemy on the line of the Monoc- 
ney, with the result already described. Falling 
back toward Baltimore, his retrograde movement 
was construed as a serious disaster, and at once a 
tremendous panic occurred in Baltimore. The 
mayor of the city and the governor of the state 
united in the iseue of a proclamation, beginning as 
tellows: 

* CITIZENS OF BALTIMORE: We have been unwilling to 
eveate unnecessary alarm or agitation in this community by 
any appeal for your immediate assistance in resisting the 
threatened invasion that might be deemed premature ; but 
we have no Jonger such an aoprehension, and feel no hesita- 
tion in declaring that, in our opinion, the danger which now 
threatens the city is imminent, aua, if you would avert it, 
every loyal man must at once prepare to meet it.” 

This appeal was instantly met by some thou- 
sands of loyal men, who rushed to the fortifications 
ef the city and prepared for a vigorous defense. 
On the same day, Governor Curtin, of Pennsyl- 
vania, apprehending danger to that state, issued a 
rroclamation calling out all the militia force. So 
ended Bunday. 

On Monday, a new phase occurred. News 
eame that a small party of rebels, penctrating to 
the north-east corner of Maryland, had cut the tele- 
graph at Port Deposit, a town on the Susquehanna 
river, 37 miles from Baltimore; while another 
squad of ten men burned the residence of Guy. 
Bradford, four miles from Baltimore, announcing 
that the decd was a retaliation for the destructioa 
ef Goy. Letcher’s house in Va., by Gen. Hunter. 
On the same day, the Northern Central Railroad 
(running from Baltimore to Harrisburg) was cut by 
a party of fifteen hundred rebel cavalry and mount- 
od in antry ; and the telegraph line on the Phila- 
delphia, Wilmington, and Baltimore railroad was 
— and dispatches from Washington inter- 
ecpted. 

In the afternoon of Monday we had news of 
the interruption of railroad and telegraphic com- 
munication with Baltimore. Small parties of the 
rebels burned the bridge over Gunpowder creek ; 
eaptured two passenger trains going from Palti- 
more to Philadelphia; robbed the passenger.: of 
their money and watches ; set fire to the house of 
Francis P. Blair, senior, at Silver Spring, near 
Washington; and did divers other deeds which 
served '0 keep the Maryland and Pennsylvania 
peeple in an extremely lively condition, although 
the actual danger was very small. ‘Ihe rebels had 
the sagacity to move in smali bodies, operati: 
over a large extent of territory, and stealing al 
they could lay hands upon. So ended Monday. 

On Tuesday morning things looked better. Bal- 

timore got quiet; no large bodies of the rebels 
were diseoverable any where ; and communications 
were reopened with Baltimore by way of Perry- 
ville, whither many Baltimore passengers came to 
make their way north—chiefly fadies and children. 
Later in the day, it was reported that the rebels 
were recrossing the Potomac to return to Virginia, 
and it was supposed the raid was ended. en 
eame astory that another force of the enemy, fifteen 
thousand in number, had attacked the northern de- 
feases of Washington. This report was not gen- 
erally believed ; but, in the general uncertainty of 
mews a8 we go lo press, it is impossible to say in 
what new movement it originated.

GENERAL SHERMAN’S ARMY. 

There has been no fighting in Georgia since 
June 27, except skirmishing on the extreme right, 
during the movement to the Chattahoochee river. 
The flank movement, which resulted in the evacu- 
ation of Kenesaw mountain, was begun on the even- 
ing afier the failure of the assault of June 27. The 
enemy began the evacuation on the 30th of June. 
Jeknston is supposed to have crossed the Chatta- 
hoechee, and to be endeavoring to occupy the hill 
on the south side of the river, opposite the mouth 
of Nickajack and Vetler’s creeks. Sherman has 
pcssession of several good roads, converging at 
Atlanta, which place is twelve to fifteen miles dis 
tant from his position. 





MISCELLANEOUS. 


Tux President has issued a proclamation on the 
question of the reconstruction of the Union. He 
announces that he withholds his signature from 
the bill passed at the last session of Congress, pro- 
viding a plan of reconstruction, because he is “ un- 

epared, by a formal approval of this bill, to be 
Piaexibl y commitied to any single plan of restora- 
tion.” He adds that he is also unprepared to de- 
elare that the Free State constitu'ions and govern- 
ments already adopted and installed in Arkansas 
and Louisiana shall be set aside and held for 
naught, thereby repelling and discouraging the 
loyul citizens who have set up the same as to fur- 
ther effort, or to declare a constitutional competency 
in Congress to abolish slavery in the states. At 
the same time, he sincerely hopes and expects that 
a constitutional amendment abolishing slavery 
throughout the nation may be adopted; and dc- 
elares his willingness to assist the people of any 
revolted state to return to their allegiance.

the neutral flag, together with about forty others, ali told.” 

An eyc-witness of the fight communicates to 
The London Daily News the following interes‘ing 
points : 

“Captain Winslow would now have all the offi ‘ers an 
men of the Alabama as prisorers, had he not placed too 
much confidence in the honer of an Englishman who carried 
the flag of the Royal Yacht Squadron. The club will be in- 
dellibly disgraced unless they iake measures to repudiate and 
condemn ae conduct of Mr. John wancaster, owner of the 
yacht Deerhound. I have no doubt that this yacht was ia 
the harbor of Cherbourg to assist the Ajabamu by every 
means in her power; that she did so I know; her move- 
ments before the action prove it. When the Alabama went 
down, the yacht, beiag rear, was hailed by Captain Wivs- 
low and requested to uid in picking up the men in the water. 
The request was complied with, and the Deerhound, after 
having rescued, as supposed, about twetv perevns, uciud- 
ing Captain Semmes and First Lieutenant Kell, immediately 
left, running toward England. Captain Winslow says the 
reason he did not pursue her or fire into her was that he 
could rot believe any oxe carrying the flag of the Royal 
Yacht Squadron ceuld act so dishonorable a part as to carry 
off his prisoners whom he had requested him to save from 
feelings of humanity.” 


Mr. Lancaster, the owner of the Deerhound, has 
since made a long reply to this statement, trying to 
— himself. Mason, the rebel agent in London, 

as thanked Lancaster for saving Semmes. And 
Secretary Welles has complimented Wiaslow, and 
nominated him for commodore. So ends the Ak- 
bama, with Semmes still at large.

ARMY DRUNKENNESS. 


BEAvFoRT, 8. C., June 6th, 1864. 
To THE Eprtors or Tus INDEPENDENT : 


I 1NVOKE the earnest attention of the public to 
the evil of intemperance in the army. If there is 
any part of public expenditure to which retrench- 
ment should be applied, it is here. Drunkenness 
in the army costs the nation a vast sum, in direct 
outlay, and ten times as much indirectly. There is 
no good to offset the evil, and ao necessity to plead 
for it. One who has not had extensive. opportunity 
of observing, cannot imagine the large amount of 
whisky c d in ce , every-day camp-life, 
er of the mischief done by it. The temptation to 
drink besets on every side. The large majority of 
officers in every regiment drink, and their example 
and influence make it almost necessary that these 
who would choose otherwise partake with their 
associates, and ely a few rigid teetotalers will 
risk their popularity by refusing. Some portion of 
the liquor drunk by officers is bought ari paid for 
from their own purses, but much the largest por- 
tion is drawn from government supplies, directly 
or indirectly, and sometimes even hospital liquors 
are thus dishonorably used, by the unfaithfulaess ot 
the medical officer in charge. 

How much drunkenness has done toward de- 
moralizing the army—of how many disasters it 
has been the cause—how many brave soldiers have 
been sacrificed by drunken officers—what shame- 
ful exhibitions of brutal degradation—what riot, 
and sensuality, and sottishness—what private quar- 
rels and public disgrace whisky causes, it would 
take columns to tell. Only a few days since I saw 
a fine team of horses, with the wagon to which 
they were attached, backed off the wharf at Paw- 
nee Landing, and destroyed. Whisky did it. 
Teamsters, and others on similar duty, have in- 
creased facilities for drinking. The liquor comes 
from the public stores, and is given by commis- 
saries, quartermasters, and others having the care 
of it, who thus get a cheap reputation for gener- 
ority by giving a gill or a pint of whisky when- 
ever they require a service. This is a constant and 
daily abuse. Those on a larger scale are not un- 
frequent. An oflicer at my elbow tells the follow- 
ing: At McClellan’s retreat from Harrison’s Land- 
ing, a Pennsylvania regiment was compelled t» 
leave behind, for want of transportation, much 
valuable public property, including $1,000 worth 
of Austrian rifles; yet they teok along with them 
two barrels of whisky, on which several of the ofli- 
cers kept themselves intoxicated during the retrea‘. 

Fer this vice, with all its aitendant mischief, there 
is no counterbalancing good. It is an utterly fals; 
notion that liquor is useful to the soldier, either to 
give strength or ward off disease. In many, if not 
moet regiments, it is given to men on picket-duty. 
This duty requires men to stand guard two hours 
at a time, with four hours interval fer rest, being 
eight hours’ labor in twenty-four. It is true that 
they are exposed to the weather, whatever it may 
be; but not to an extent that a common country 
farmer would count a hardship—or think whisky 
a necessary resource. 

It is a settled point, in which all respectable au- 
thorities agree, that ardent spirit never is useful ia 
enabling men to bear faligae or rezist di-ease. 
Thirty years ago, 100 physicians of Boston, includ- 
ing all of note in the eity, published a united dec- 
laration to that effect. Its only proper use is 
strictly medical, and is confined to.cases of extreme 
prostration from disease or accident, to sti 
arterial action till the crisis is past— asa horse may 
be spurred past some imminent danger. Its use as 
a strengthener or preventive is always injurious, 
and its whole supply to the army, except the little 
needed in the medical department, should be at 
once cut off. 

Its use cannot be restrained while the su pply is 
continued. No temperance lectures, or tracts, or 
pledges will avail. In the regiment to which I am 
aitached, the 35th U. 8. OC. T., the officers were ap- 
pointed by Brig.-Gep. Wild, and pledged their 
honor, as a condition of theic appointment, to the 
principles of total abstinence. The pledge was 
kept only while the regiment was under the imme- 
diate supervision of Gen. Wild. It woald gener- 
ally be supposed that soldierly honor would bea 
sufficient guaranty for the faithful observance of a 
condition solemnly expressed and voluntarily ac- 
cepted ; yet no sooner was Gen. Wild separated 
from immediate command than the pledge was ig-

HOW TO RAISE THE NEW LOAN. 


THE most momentous question now before the 
people, and, in fact, the most momentous that has 
ever been presented to them since we became a na- 
tion, is, “ How shall the means be obtained for sus- 
taining the Government in its efforts to suppress 
the rebellion?” All other considerations are friv- 
olous in comparison with this. It was well said by 
the president of one of our Wall-street banks, when 
| the first loan was proposed by Mr. Lincoln’s Ad- 
| ministra'ion, “If the Government fails, we all fail ;” 
| and the same thing is doubly true now. The Gov- 
| ernment needs a certain amount of money, and it 
| is for the interest of every person in the commun- 
| ity who does not desire the utter destruction of’ the 
nation that the required sum shall at once be fur- 
| nished. Happily for the nation, for the cause of 
freedom throughout the world, for the honor of the 
| American name and the stability of our own insti 
| tutions, there is no lack of men nor of means to 
sustain the Government, and to meet the utmost 
demands of the trusted agents of the people. The 
only question now to be determined upon 
is what method shall be adopted by the Govern- 
ment to enable the people to contribute their will- 
ing support to the cause which they are zealous to 
maintain. The Secre'ary of the Treasury has 
ariived in the commercial metropoiis, it is under- 
stood, on the ex pre+s errand of consulting with our 
great financiers on ihe most feasible method of 
proceeding. Congress has clothed him with full 
power to negotiate « new loan of four hundred 
millions of dollars on the best terms he can effect, 
and we believe that so great a pewer was never 
before entrusted to abler hands. The effecting of 
this loan will be the coup essai of our new chief 
of the Treasury, and on his success will depend, in 
@ great measure, his reputation in his office, ang 
the justification of the approval of the country in 
his appoimtment. It is to be expected that he 
will act with the degree of caution which is 
not only one of his characteristics, but which the 
tremendous exigences of the occasion de. 
mand of a prudent statesman. When the 
present Emperor of France had to make his first 
great war loan, he did mot rely upon the great 
capitalists and bankers of his capital, but made a 
direct appeal to the people, which was responded 
to in a manner that mage all subsequent loans very 
easy. When the people are able and willing to 
sustain their government, great capitalists are 
always very willing to lend. In our case, we have 
but few great capitalists, our money kings are of 
but small aceount, and the people have abundant 
wealth. From the people, therefore, the money 
must come, and it will be the safer plan to make a 
direct appeal to them. Organized agencies can at 
once be put in motion in every part of the coan- 
try, and the rush to lend, we belicve, will bea 
spectacle that will invigorate the heart of the coun- 
try as much as it will dismay the foes who hope to 
see the nation fail in its struggle. 

The rate of interest for this popular loan should 
be six per cent, because that is the rate which 
ordinary investments of eapital are expected to 
pay; and it should be made payable in gold. 
Every government official in the country, every 
banking association, and every person who choses 
to undertake the responsibility, and give security for 
the faithful performance of their duty, should be 
permitted to receive subscriptions, and be paid a 
per centage on the amount obtained. This per 
centage ought not to ‘exceed half of one per 
eent., to be graduated to the amount obtained. 
Bonds should be at once issued as fast as the money 
is subscribed, and depesits should be made in 
banks only which give security for its safe-keep- 
ing. The details of such a scheme as we propose 
could very easily be devised by almost any man of 
practical experience in money aifairs, and the sim- 
plicity of the plan weuld be at once comprehend- 
ed by the people from Maine to Oregon. There 
would be a generous rivalry to contribute to such 
a loan, and its filling up from an infinite number 
of small sources would in no manner disturb the 
great financial currents or diminich the permanent 
reservoirs of capital to which the business com- 


munity are in the habit of looking for relief in times 
of searcity 

Let the Secretary of the Treasury find it for his 
convenience to make what arrangements he may 
for an immediate supply of moncy with the man- 
agers of our banks ; it is to be hoped that he will 
al least try the experiment of a popular loan, in 
the manner we have briefly indicated, for the chief 


pertion of the means which he must draw from 
the people. 








MONEY MARKET. 

THE market has become very difficult for bor- 
rowerr. The demand is large for currency to go 
Weet, and the supply is short on the market. Call 
loans are 7 per cent, with an eighth per cent. 
commission. Gold has risen to 280 per cent, 
with a limited demand for duties, a’ brisk de- 


mand for expert, and a light supply. There 
is litle speculation, but the supply avail- 
able in the market is controlled by a very few 


houses. ‘Rhe rates of foreign exchange are high 
The Assistant Treasury has been selling drafts on 
Londen at 298 per cent. ; and the general rate is 
299 to 800 per cent. for 60-days bills on London, 
first-class. There is fortunately a better export de- 
mand for our breadstuffs, and if England should 
engage in a German war she must obtain her 
supplies of flour and grain—ever greatly in 
excess of what she can raise herself, in her 
own little island—from our shores. Should 
this be done to a great extent, we should come to 





| matter. In the West the crops of winter wheat 
' are exceedingly promising, but not so the appear- 
| anee of the spring-wheat lands. 

The imports, compared with the exports, have 
fallen off conciderably, while the exports have in- 
creased, which is a wholesome change, but brings 

| in less revenue. The imports for the week amount 
| to $8,567,435, and the exports of produce to $5,224,- 
707. 

The stock market is very dull. The spirit of 
speculation has lost its edge. Money is difficult to 
obtain by operators. Yet the bulk of railroad 
stocks and bonds are held by strong parties, and 
there is no great pressure to sell. 

The financiers of Wall street are looking for 
some action on the part of Mr. Secretary Fessen- 
den, who is now in town. A loan is expected to 
be asked for by him, and the suspense occasioned 
by this expectation is a great check to business. 

The bank weekly statement shows a large in- 
crease in loans ($1,610,723) and in deposits ($9,822,- 
486). The exchanges of the week show a large 
diminution of business, which is consistent with 
the accumulation of private deposits. Bank loans 
now amount to $199 699,742, deposits $164,812,329, 
and specie $21,064,917. 

Considerable speculation has been developed in 
the produce markets, but prices close very irregu- 
lar. The increase in the bank loans have some 
connection with the speculations, the speculators 
being large discounters and borrowers, and depend 
for success on bank or bankers’ accommodation. 

DRY GOODS. 

THE demand for goods is more active. The 
increased price ef raw cotton has occasioned a 
large advance in goods, and jobbers and other 
dealers are eager to obtain supplies. Prints have 
again risen 4 cents a yard. Desirable styles are 
tending to still higher prices, and the competition 
to obtain supplies is unprecedented. The manv- 
facturers are obtaining large profits, but cannot re- 
place their goods except at increased cost. Shirt- 
ings and sheetings, bleached and unbleached, are 
in great demand, at a large advance. All goods 
new are profitable to hold, so that, while there is 
no pressure to sell, there is great eagerness to buy. 
Brown drills are scarce and much wanted. Den- 
ims are in poor supply and tend to higher prices. 
Wootens are in more active demand. Credits are 
again reduced to a month, but which is rarely taken. 
Prices of all kinds are higher. Delaines are very 
active. The fall styles sell readily and well, and 
must rise further in price. Fancy cassimeres of the 
desirable styles are in great demand. Both light 
and heavy goods are wanted. The demand for 
the New Orleans and California markets is active. 
Shawls are active and buoyant. Doeskins are ac- 
tive at an advance, as well as beavers. Foreign 
goods are inactive. The high tarift and high rates 
of exchange are impediments to a large trade, 
which cannot be overcome. Tuere is a limited de- 
mand, however, for staple goods at the very high 
prices asked. The new shoddy aristocracy are 
considerable consumers, but the mass of the com- 
munity do not buy foreign goods. Heavy woolens 
cell well, and alpacas and Coburgs are in request. 
Black silks are also an attractive standard article ef 
cousumption, at high prices. The demand is ex- 
pected to increase rapidly after this month.
